And What Have You

Jones County Fair 


With this long hot spell all of 
this part of the country is b e i n g 
plagued with grass fires and in and 
around Hamlin has been no excep­ 
tion. Hardly a day goes by without 
the local fire d e p a r t m e n t being 
called out to fight some kind of grass 
fire —from a sm all f i r e around a 
grabage can to a big pasture eating 
one. 
Sometimes we fail to realize 
just how much damage these small 
fires can cause since for the most 
part nothing of value is really lost. 
(Of course, this does not include the 
big pasture fires where a great deal 
is lo s t.) 
But really a great deal is lost 
every time the local fire departm ent 
is called out. About average on a 
sm all fire would be the use of two 
pieces of equipment and ten men. A- 
bout five of these men would be using 
their own transportation. 
T h e eouinment reolacem ent 
c o s t w o u l d b e about $30,000 if 
wrecked or when worn out. 
It takes about 30 minutes to 
extinguish m ost of these small fires 
by the tim e the equipment is serviced 
and returned to the station. With a 
volunteer departm ent l i k e ours it 
means that these ten men have been 
off of their jobs or away from their 
businesses for this half hour. Some­ 
one has to pay for this. 
Then you add the cost of fuel, 
w ater, chem icals, soiled clothes and 
you see that even the small fires are 
very expensive. 
The Hamlin Volunteer F i r e 
Department has issued a plea that 
everyone be very careful b e f o r e 
starting a f i r e . If in doubt as to 
whether the fire might spread please 
do not light it.

computed and the checks are 
made out. 
Brad Rowland, manager of 
the county ACS office in An­ 
son, said two to three weeks 
are required from the time 
certification is made until 
the checks are mailed. Papers 
are forwarded to New Or­ 
leans where the payments are 
computed and checks are made 
out Then the checks are for­ 
warded to Anson, signed and 
malled to fanners. 
The feed and wheat grain 
checks are together but the 
cotton is separate, the admin­ 
istrator said. Total amount of 
money involved in the wheat 
and feed grain program is 
substantially the 
same as 
last year but cotton payments 
are up. 
Mr. Rowland said the in­ 
crease in cotton payments is 
due largely to the fact that

Y E A R S AGO 


W. R. Lence, assistant to the 
President, J. J. Lane, general traf­ 
fic manager and A. J. Cleary, super­ 
intendent, of th e Orient Railway, 
completed a tour of the Texas divi­ 
sion last week inspecting cotton han­ 
dling facilities. An extensive study 
is being made of the cotton situation 
this year in an attempt to improve 
cotton handling methods. 
Mr. Lence came to the Orient 
after many years of experience as 
Agent of th e Missouri Pacific at 
K a n s a s City, which at that time 
maintained one of the largest freight 
stations in the United States. 
Preparations are being made 
for an ample supply of cars for the 
shippers located on the Orient. As 
far as practicable, it is planned to 
load cotton as fast as it comes from 
the various yards and avoid the con­ 
fusion incident to holding it on plat­ 
forms. Another improvement in han­ 
dling methods is to take all ship­ 
ments when offered and issue bills 
of lading for them without delay. 
To avoid delays and the ex­ 
pense of rebanding bales, the co­ 
operation of the gins is requested in 
the elimination of "rolling" bales. 
Experience has proved these defec­ 
tive bales are due largely to th e 
"speeding up" of automatic distri­ 
butors in gin boxes. 
A meeting of the local agents 
on the Texas division has been called 
for August 22nd, to consider cot­ 
ton handling in all its phases. The 
object of the meeting is to consider 
ways of increasing the efficiency of 
service to the shipper. Present re­ 
ports indicate a large cotton crop 
over the entire West Texas country 
and the Orient asks the cooperation 
of gins and general shippers in han­ 
dling the movement speedily. 


T W E N T Y YE ARS AGO 
(July 14, 1950) 


Installation of a traffic control 
light at the intersection of Central 
Avenue and Lake Drive by the Texas 
State Highway Department was com­ 
pleted early this week. 
Negotiations had been pending 
for several months between the city 
council and the state highway depart­ 
ment for the installation of the light 
and an exhaustive survey of traffic 
at the intersection had been conduct­ 
ed by the state. 
Increases in traffic from both 
directions as determined in the sur­ 
vey led to the erection of the light, 
which is a "stop and go" light rather 
than a blinker control. 
At the same time that the light 
was granted to Hamlin, the depart­ 
ment of public safety was emphatic 
in their recommendation t h a t the 
corner be properly policed in order 
to make it effective. 
Police Chief J. S 
Foster has 
stated that a right turn will be per­ 
mitted on a red light after the mo­ 
torist has come to a complete stop 
and determined that the right of way 
is clear. No U-turns wil I be permit­ 
ted at the corner where the light is 
situated. 
At the same time the action 


was taken, the highway department 
recommended against a stop light at 
the bank corner in Hamlin as not be­ 
ing practical. The amount of traffic 
at this intersection was judged to be 
insufficient to require the policing 
that would be necessary at this point. 
Need for alight of this type at 
the junction known as the McCaulley 
Y is the subject of a survey to be 
conducted later by the state. 
Expense of installation, oper­ 
ation and maintenance of the light at 
Lake Drive will be paid for by the 
state of Texas.
